WASHINGTON, September 29.—Cam- 


eron of Pennsylvania presented a peti-

filver as a money metal He said the 
signers represented $75,000,000 of capi- 
ta and a yearly product of $150,000,000. 


The repeal bill was then taken up 


and Harris of Tennessee spoke against 
it. He declared it practically meant a 
gold standard, as thereafter 
silver 


would only be used as fractional cur- 
rency. He favored the coinage of all 
American silver, but hoped Sherman 
would join him in rehabilitating the 
.Bland-Allison act and going back to 
that amount of coinage, if no more. 


Sherman said he believed the contin 


ued purchase of silver, either uude 
the Bland-Allison act or the act of 189C 
would eventually drive gold from cir 
culation and silver would be the onl 
standard. Free coinage would have th 
same result, so he favored the abandon 
ment of the system. 


Continuing, Harris '-quoted from 


speech by Voorhees last February 
which he said he would have voted t 
take up the Sherman bill some day 
prior to that, but for the fact that it 
passage would undoubtedly demonetiz 
silver and leave it supported by no 
one word of legislation 


Harris, in conclusion, said he wool 


accept any reasonable compromise.

ST. JOSEPH, Mo., Sept. 29.—My last 


bulletin gave forecasts of the storm 
wav> to cross the continent 
from 


October 1st to oth and the next will 
reach the Pacific coast about October 
6th, 
cross the western mountains by 


the close of the 7th, the great centra] 
valleys from 8th to 10th and the east- 
ern States about the llth.

In the pioneer days, when a 


-ettlor -anted leather for boots or shoes, 
it waa not an uncommon thing for him 
to make a vat by hollowing out a pine 
lug, and using wood ashas instead of lime 
in removing the hair.

placed in a creek to soak out the alkali. 


1 havo more than once heard the sons 


nf such pioneers tell of finding curious 
worms swimming about these hides 
n-here they were lying in quiet pools 
Those wonaa were about • t^vo 'inches 
long, Bomewhat thicker than a cow's 
hair, and always in various stages of de- 
velopment from the hair as it came off 
tho hide, some being for a part of their 
length simply Ifair, while the rest was 
the living worm, white and eemitrans- 
parent. Some would be still fast to the 
hide, but wiggling to get loose, when 
they would swim about with a hair for a 
tail. These worms were never seen ex- 
cept in the pools with the hides, either 
cow or deer. The more I think of these 
well authenticated cow hair worms the 
more 1 am inclined to defy science and 
hold out for the horsehair worm.—New 
York Sun.

The number 
of cubic feet is 117 followed by 17 ci- 
phers, a number ilutt would be ticked 
off by our million clocks in 370,000 years. 
Its weight is 325,COO billion tons, and the 
number of gallons in it is 73 trillions.
